Why we can’t back Partney 


Everywhere he’s gone in the last four years, trouble has 
followed Dan Partney. He blames Politics, but we think Dan 
has been his own worst enemy 

In 1987 and 1988 he weathered allegations involving sup- 
posed cheating on police promotion tests, which was said to 
have occurred: while he was chairing the police and fire 
commission. Those: charges were dropped once by a judge, 
eventually refiled and then withdrawn by the special prose- 
cutor the day the trial opened when the attorney decided his 
evidence would not lead to. conviction 3 

In 1989, Partney was involved in a Springfield braw] with a 
Pontoon Beach police officer who had been dating Partney’s 
former wife. Of the matter, Partney ys simply that he 
didn’t throw the first punch, and he was taught long ago ‘“‘not 
to run from a fight.” . 

Later in 1989, in a case still unsettled in court, Partney 
became embroiled ina controversy over the legal residence 
of his brothers, Don and Dave, both of whom signed 
affidavits that their legal residence was the same address as 
the family business, Granite Sheet Metal. Partney filed an 
affidavit attesting to the validity of the address. Subsequent- 
ly the forms were challenged and all three men were charged 
with perjury. 

A Madison County jury convicted the brothers in January 
1990, but presiding judge Lola Maddox threw out the convic. 
tions, citing improper instructions to the jurors and Illinois 
statutes that do not specifically state the Partneys’ actions 
constituted perjury. Maddox has since removed herself from 
the case, and it has been reassigned to the St. Clair County 
Cireuit Court, though no judge has been found yet to try it. 

For their part, the Partneys Said they were following the 
advice of their attorney. Though Dan Partney ‘remains 
confident, a perjury conviction would by law'require him to 
resign his aldermanic seat. 

Although attesting to the wrong address for voting purposes 
wouldn't seem to be much of a crime, it is the latest ina long 
line of controversy that Partney has been unable to avoid. 

We could never back an alderman who is going into an 
election unsure of whether he would last the entire four 
years. But then, given Partney’s track record for controver- 
sy, we couldn’t support: him anyway. 


Asadorian in the 5th Ward

Lloyd Bailey, but we think the edge goes to newcomer Eddie 
Asadorian. 

He i idealist, a term that sometimes conjures up 
negative images, but not for us, Asadorian knows what Ward 
5 has been in the past and what it can be in the future.

Warfield’s friends 
served, not others 


To the editor: 


Nameoki village put streets in 
Maryland Heights when it 
annexed into Granite City. The 
plan was to get curbs, gutters, 
sidewalks, drainage and 60-foot- 
wide streets 

My abstract deed reads 60-foot 
width ‘streets _but now it is only 
18 feet wide, and nothing done 
since 1952. We have no place to 
walk, jog, push baby strollers, 
wheel chairs or ride bicycles. 

There is no safety for children, 
pedestrians or--parked cars. 
because water is always in the 
drainage ditch. If you get hurt in 
the street, you are liable. That is 
the only place to walk 

We property owners put in our 
own driveways, which we pay 
for. I've called and talked to 
Aldermen Dawes and Worthen 
many times in person to correct 
the streets 

They said they would look into 
it. On Dec. 5, 1988, the Street 
Department came to my neigh- 
bor and put in a drainage pipe 
paid for by the owner, graveled 
the low-water ditch and filled his 
driveway higher than the street.

Alderman Dawes the 
same morning;“he came out and 
said, ‘‘it’s the Street Depart- 
ment’s job.”

They're caught in the “plateau 
trap,” career consultants and 
academics explain. 

“It’s a very real phenome- 
non,"’. says career strategist 
Anna Navarro. ‘People are real- 
ly coming up against a brick 
wall.” 

The plateau trap isn’t new, it's 
always been there, says Wash- 
ington University profegsor Ray- 
mond Hilgert, noting the typical 
management ‘‘pyramid’’ puts 
one manager, the chief execu- 








tive, at the ‘top of the heap, 

which then expands downward. 
Still, “it's a more severe prob. 

lem than its ever been,” he

With-good-reason: Baby Boom- 
ers, the large, well-educated, 
post-war generation, are clog- 
ging the corporate ladder. so 
there’s no shortage of qualified 
managers to fill even highly spe- 
cialized jobs, says Navarro, of 
Work Transitions. 

The nation’s business schools, 
meanwhile, annually mint 70,000 
to 80,000. grads with masters 
degrees in business. administra- 
tion, Hilgert says. 

Then there's the “flattening” 
of corporate America, the whole- 
sale erasing of entire manage 
ment levels as U.S. companies 
respond to global competition, 
Sultan says. Locally, Monsanto 
Co. and Southwestern’ Bell Corp., 
among others, have cut manage. 
ment levels since about 1985. 

Those job loses have increased 
dramatically, says Judith Bard- 
wick, a San’ Diego psychologist 
who is the leading authority on 
the plateau trap, a phrase she 
originated. In 1989, she figures 

















111,285 managerial jobs were 
eliminated; that figure was 
nearly equaled in the first quar- 
ter of 1990 when 110,152 manage- 
ment positions were cut. 

“Plateauing is a’ cold, hard 
fact,” says Richard Large, coor- 
dinator of Southwestern-Bell’s 
management-career development 
system. 

Managers caught in the trap 
often ask themselves: Is there 
something wrong with me?‘‘It 
can wear a rut in their brain, in 
their psyche,” Navarro says. 

One solution to plateauing is 
for the trapped manager “‘to 
face the realities that they’re not 
going to go-any further’™ up the 
corporate ladder, Hilgert says 

A better solution is to redefine 
the word ‘‘success"’ to include 
more than a promotion every 
two years, says Max Lorenz, 
staff psychologist for Drake 
Beam Morin’ Inc., a Clayton job- 
counseling ‘firm. The expanded 
definition of success can include 
learning new skills, making a 
lateral move to a new division, 
or other job assignments that 
are meaningful to the manager, 
Bardwick says
